I must make a few choice comments onthe Governor’s

expect South Alabama to give Brewer the vote he 
received, In many counties where Wallace has in the 
past received 70 2 to 80% of the total vote - - his per- 
cent was cut to only a slim lead and far less than the

con, Limestone, Butler, 
Madison, Etowah, Mars-~ 
hall, and Sumpter, These 
accidents bring the number 
of people killed in Ala 
bama this year to298com- 
pared with 319 killed dur- 
ing the same period last 
year, This is a decrease 
of 21 fatalities, The eight 
county Dothan District 
Troopers investigated 20 
accidents with 10 injuries 
and no fatalities, The 
traffic law violations caus-~ 
ing these accidents were: 
speeding, driving while in- 
toxicated, wrong side of 
road, fail to yield right 
of way, defective equip- 
ment, inattention, un- 
attended animal in road, 
asleep at wheel, improper 
Signal, and dodging a dog 
in the road, The Dothan 
District has 21] rural traffic 
fatalities so far this year 
as compared with 27 at the 
Same period last year, 

Coffee County Troopers 
investigated two accidents 
with one injury and no fa- 
talities, So far this year 
four people have died in 
Coffee County traffic as 
compared with one at the 
same time last year, 

Safety belts save lives 
if they are worn, Authori- 
ties believe the use of seat 
belts alone could have pre- 
vented around 10,000 traf- 
fic fatalities last year; and 
the ‘seat-shoulder belt
